ong, ee Greeks we may obierve that Phoeion, who 
mu the wifeft and bef Citizen in Athens, always 
uke coolly, and ated on moderate Principles. 
m allo we find the beft Men, and the beft 
friends to the Commonavealth, exa@ly of the fame 
per. In our own Country, fuch Perfons as 
lve been unanimoufly acknowledged Ratriots have 
ken eminently diftinguifh’d by this Quality. I need 
only Sir William Temple, who, as he never 
tmched himielf clofely ro any Party, fo he avoided 
llActimony in Speech ; and as he thought it his 
Duty to propofe whatever appeared to him to be 
fo he did not think it his Duty to treat either 
h Dilike or Difdain fach as did not fee things in 
te fame Light that he did. 
ALL Pretenaers to. Patriotifm have conftantly acted 
we a contrary Part; for, taking to themfelves 
as a Cloak, they have inveighed bicrerly againft 
#8 they oppofed, pretending always the Publick 
while At the Time they have been grati- 
private Prejudice. Such we fee was the Lan- 
Of Dathan and Abiram ; fuch in Greece were 
Difcourfés of thofe who procured the Banith- 
Bent of ocles, che Defiruétion of Socrates, and 
he Murder of Phocion ; and fuch in Rome were the 
sof the Enemies of Scipio, Cicero, and the 
Ornaments of that Staté. © When Lyfander the 
“cedemonian General had in View. the fubvertin 
Government of his own Country, and the De- 
ition of the Liberties of Greece, he concealed 
black Defigns under the fairen Speeches ; and 
vhen he was aétually corrupting the People, and 
"eavouring to corrupt the Oracles, he conftantly 
“mmended the artlefs Probity of former Times, 
*— vehemently declaimed againft thofe Iiquities in 
“uch he placed all his Hopes. Whoever reads the 








Difcourles of Cataline in Salluf, will obferve that he 





was not more a Traitor to the State than a Pre- 





againft the bef Men in Rome, imputing it to them 
as a Crime that they had preferved the Wealth of 
their Anceftors, while himfelf and his Affociates were 
| — through Want ; though he well 
knew —* drawn theic Wants upon themfelves. 
Tue fecond Rule I lapdowd is, that true Patriots 
are always difinterefted. The Defire a Man hath to 
ferve his Country, inclines him —* himfelt of 
all fufpicious Circumftanees, efpecially . that of 
aiming under that Pretence to ferve bimfelf. If he 
accepts of Offices it is with Reluttancy, but he never 
accepts them as the Rewéird of his in tear 
them from their former ; he looks upon chis 
as inconfiftent with all Prerenfions to Patviotifm ; for 
he readily diftin between a Paffion for the 
Service of one’s Country, and the oppofitc Paffion of 
ferving one’s felf at che of one’s Country. 
Fhe Yudges of Ifrael took upon themfelves all the 
Patigues of the Adminifiration in a Civil Capacity ; 
they ran all Hazards for the Sake of their Country 
in a Military Qne , but ‘they did not take to them- 
felves large Appointments ; they did not figh after 
hereditary Honours, or afpire to any greater Reward 
than the Reputation ef having e their Duty. 
Solon gave Laws to Athens without accepting the 
File of Prince, which was offered him, and without 


uiring any Fortune. Scipio, after having vanquifhed 
chesenofh toresidable Wieal.sf ame, retived to.» private 
a 











_Eifé ta avoid Envy, and thereia thewed himfelf : 
greater Patriot than in fubduing Africa; fince it is 





always more glorious to conquer one’s felf than to 
conquer others ; but moft glorious to conquer one’s 
felf after conquering others ; which was the Cafe of 
Scipio, and of other Roman Patriots. 

Amone falfe Patriots the Reverfe of this Quality 
is alwaysto be found. Ir is true, that falfe Patriots 
do not yield to true ones in their high Preterfions to 
publick Spirit ; but then they never tail to mix there- 
with an unbounded Paffion for pablick Imployments. 
Thus when Abimilech bettirr’d himfelf to be at the 
Head of Affairs in Sechem, it was with a View to 
attain Sovereign Authority; which, when he pof- 
fefled, he quickly: became a Tyrant. When Panfa- 
sias pretended fuch amardent Zeal to carry the Glory 
of ato the urmoft Height, he was in Fact con- 
triving co ſubject Sparta and all Greece to his own 
Power. In Rome, whenever a Chief declaimed in 
Favour of the People, he was generally fufpected, 
and Experience ufwally juftified thefe Sufpicions. 

ius Melius, by making Donations of Corn in a 

ime of Dearth, was paving th: Way to reap a 
large Harveft for himfelf, had not the Senate pre- 
vented: him by creating a Diffator. Marius {poke 
excellently well in favour of Liberty ; yet he de- 
ftroyed it for all that: And Ce/ar, with the fineſt 
Qualities in the World, effectually performed what 
Cataline. only attempted.” Whee therefore we know 
exaCtly what Men, who call themfelves Patriots, 
want; when we hear them or their Dependants 
openly diftributing the great Pofts of the Nation ; 
when we behold them contending, net fo much for 
a Change of Meafures, asof Men, we may fafely con- 
clude, that in helping them to attain their Withes, 
we fhall never attain ours. The Fib being caught 
the Net will be then bung wp, the Cant ot Patrictifm 
will be quite laid afde, and when they are once Men 
in Power, they will talk and act in favour of Power, 
as arrogantly as if it had been their Birth right. 

TuTRDILX ; True Patriots, as they bave none bat 
good Ends in View, fothey never purſue them by any other 
than virtuous Means. ‘To fay the Truth, it is impoffi- 
ble to conceive that Men fhould carry their Zeal for 
their Country fo far-as to hazard their Souls in its 
Service. For tho’ atrue Patriot willceyer fear an 
Danger which may affront him in the Purfuit of his 
Duty, yet it cannot be expeéted that fur che Sake of 
doing, or endeavouring to do the Publick Service, be 
fhould rifque his private Character, and therewith 
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all Hopes of ferving the Publick for rhe future. I 
would be an ecafy Matter for me to produce a lon” 
Lift of Hebriee, Greek, and Roman Patriots, wh 
rather chofe to foffer by the Hands of their ungrate 
ful » than to fully theie Repurations by 
doing cven ambiguous Actions for their own Pre~ 
fervations. 

Wi r u falfe Patriots it is never fo ; as the Service 
of the Publick is only a Pretence for the carrying on 
their private Purpofes, fo as they are Deceivets in 
the Main, they never fcruple Deceit in leffte 
Things; on the contraty, they férve themfelves by 
all Methods poſſible, and are never uneafy about the 
Unfairnefs of their AGtions, provided they can cover 
them with Names that are tolerably fair: Thus for 
perfonal Prejudice, they put national Zeal; for the 
Love of Woangling, a Spirit of Liberty , for a fleady 
Averfion to all Adminiftrations, a laudable Fealoufy of 
Powes ; tor the Love of croffing all Meafures not pro- 
jected by themfelves, a — Contempt of Adula- 
tim : In fine, they call the Want of Loyalty, Love 
of Freedom; and the Thirf# of embarrafing publick 
Affairs, by the prepofterous Name of gublick Spirit. 

Tuass Marks for diftinguifhing crue and falfe 
Patriots are fo few, fo clear, and fo certain, that I can 
boldly recommend them to the Publick as Signs on 
which they may depend. If, like fome other po/i- 
tical Writers, I had in View the blackening of par- 
ticular Charaéters, I fhould have proceeded in an- 
other Way; burt as I feck not ro impofe upon my 
Readers, much lef to brow-beat them, and to impofe 
on them my Senfe of Things on pain of adjudging 
them to want common Senfe if they do not make ir 
theirs, have chofen this Method of laying down 
Rules and leaving them to apply them. We know 
who faid, By their Fruits fhall ye know them. In this 
Cafe F have to diftinguifh certain political 
Fruits, and I h in the Diftin@tion thar I have 
made I am not miftaken ; to which I will add, that 
I hope my Countrymen will not miftake in cheir 
Choice, that our Pofterity may not fay of us what 
was faid of another Nation, Owr Fathers bawe eaten
